Washington, December 6.—The first note

“That under the constitution of the 
United £tates no power is given to the 
federal government to acquire terri- 
tory to be held and governed perma- 
nently as colonies. 

“The colonial system of European nations 
cannot be established under our present 
constitution, but all territory acquired by 
the government, except such small amount 
as may be necessary.for coaling stations, 
correction of boundaries and similar gov- 
ernmental purposes, must be required and 
governed with the purpose of ultimately 
organizing such territory into states suit- 
able for admission into the union.”’ 

A brief discussion of the navigation laws 
was precipitated by the consideration of a 
bill amending those laws by the addition of 
a provision that foreign built vessels 
wrecked in the United States, purchased 
by citizens of this country and repaired to 
the extent of three-fourths of their value, 
shall be subject to forfeiture if they engage 
subsequently in the coastwise trade of the 
United States. 

Carrying Trad:: Decreased. 

Mr. Vest,a member of the committee on 
commerce, €xpresséd "his oppostttor to ‘the 
bill, principally because it afforded protec- 
tion to the coastwise trade which needed 
no protection. Our general carrying trade, 
Mr. Vest believed, needed protection. 

‘Under the present system of navi- 
gation laws this trade had decreased 
from 75 per cent to 11 per cent and 
this country is now paying $150,000,- 
OOO annually to forcign ship owners 
for carrying trade that ought to be 
carried in American bottoms. 


This condition of affairs, Mr. Vest declar- 
ed, was ‘‘a scandal and disgrace.’’ He said 
‘he had been amused at the suggestion of 
the president made in his message submit- 
ted yesterday that our carrying trade be 
encouraged the payment of subsidies. 

Remedy More Vicious Than Evil. 

“In other words,’’ said he, ‘‘it is proposed 
to substitute for the present vicious sys- 
tem of navigation laws a scheme of subsi- 
dies that is even more vicious than is the 
evil he proposes to remedy.’ 

“Uncer the proposed policy in the 
administration,’’ continued Mr. Vest, 
‘“‘we are to build a great navy. We 
are to cease to be a nation of traders 
and under the impulse of the policy 
c{ expansion become a nation of war- 
riors.”’ 

“It would appear to me to be better first 
to build up our carrying trade. I would 
also let our people, througth the, beneficent 
effects of such trade, buy Where they can 
buy cheapest.”

Told France to Dissolve Herself of Sus- 
picion of England. 

Paris, December 6.—Ar the silver jubilee 
banquet of the British chamber of com- 
merce here this evening the ambassador, Sir 
Edmund J. Monson, referring to the ‘‘new 
diplomacy” which is said to have come into 


fashion during the past year, said it was

“The organization recommended is such 
as to give rank in proportion to the impor- 
tant duties and great responsibilities re- 
quired of the different officers in our ser- 
vice and is similar to the organization 
which has been found most efficient in the 
armies of all ofner civilized nations; and 
aiso to that which was found to be most 
effective in the counfederate army betWeen 
the years 1861-60.

The bill provides that the constitution and 
laws of the United States locally applicable 
shall have the same force and ° 
the territory of Hawaii as elsewhere in the 
United States. The commissioners regard 
this provision as exceptionally important 
in this bill for many reasons, among which 
they mention the continued importation of 
coolie labor into Hawaii. 

The commissioners express their ginited 
Opinion that the plan outlined for the gov- 
ernment of Hawaii cannot be regarded 
a precedent for Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines. 

The report is unanimous except upon one 
point, of * which President Dole makes a 
minority recommendation, This recommen- 
dation jis for a board of advisers to the 
governor of the territory, and he recom- 
mends that the treasurer, attorney general, 
superintendent of public works and the su- 
perintendent of public lands be constituted 
special counsellors of the governor, to Le 
consulted by him concerning all matters of 
public policy. 

Contents of Other Bills. 

Of the other two bills, one relates to Ha- 
walian silver and treasury notes and the 
other to postal savings banks in Hawaii. 
The first provides that unmutilated Hawaii- 
an silver coins shall be received at par 
value in payment of all dues to the geov- 
ernment of the territory of Hawali and of 
the United States, and shall not again he 
issued, but shall on presentation in sums 
of $500 to either government be purchased 
and recoined as bullion at the United States 
mint at San Francisco. All Hawaiian sil- 
ver aprtificates are to be redeemed Ly the 
territory of Hawaii on or before January 1, 
1902. 

The other is a bill which repeals the Ha- 
waiian laws establishing postal savings 
banks and directs the secretary of the 
treasury to pay the amounts on deposit in 
the postal savings banks in Hawail to the 
persons entitled thereto, terminating the 
interest on all deposits on July, 1889, and 
forbidding further deposits after that date.

This will afford a favor- 
able opportunity for Mr. McKinley to en- 
large on the recommendaiions and sug- 
gesttons Which one wou'ld natuvally ev- 
the executive to make under the 
circumstances.

We remember these 
things now as a sort of dream.

Bean 
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An Ideal Shattered. 

The resignation of Professor Andrews 
from the superintendency of the public 
schools of Chicago is but the shattering 
of another ideal. 

For years it has been evident in many 
large cities that the patronage connect- 
ed with employing school teachers was 
abused in the interest of partisan poli- 
tics. But a few vears ago this scandal 
had attained such growth in St. Louis 
that it was common to trade about 


teachers’ positions for 50 many votes, The 


result was that the teaching force he- 
came thoroughly demoralized as well as 
incompetent, and that the interest of 
publie education was being sacrificed to 
the demand af corrupt politicians, The 
same fact is true of Chicago, where the 
evil had grown to sueh proportions that 
some remedy was sought. 

Thoughtful men got together and de- 
manded that there had to be a reform, 
at least as far as the schools were coh- 
cerned. 
city, composed largely of mere creatures 
of political bargaining, finding it impos- 
sibie to resist the new movement, took 
heroic measures to head it off. They 
proposed the selection of Professor An- 
drews, of Brown university, as superin- 
tendent. This was readily acceptable 
to those who were interested in school 
reform, and they at once united and 
prevailed upon the professor to accept 
the position. Before he did so, how- 
ever, be insisted that as he would be re- 
sponsible for the results of 
work, he should have the right to name 
the teachers. Even this demand was 
agreed to, and Professor Andrews found 
himself snugly ensconsed in the duties 
of his office. 

It did not take long, however, for the 
cloven foot of polities to intrude itself. 
The new superintendent found himself 
handicapped on every side. ‘While he 
would be permitted to name the teachers 
vet it was insisted that he should enter 
into a log-rolling, the result of which 
would be the choice of some other ‘man’s 
favorite rather than of his own good 
judement. To this insinvation Professor 
Andrews objected, and when he sent in 
the list of teachers for the coming year 
he did so as a matter of final 
instead of méreiv submitting it 
beard. 

The friction which has thus been 
raised has established the fact that pol- 
ities still rules the roost, and that high 
ideas of civil service and reform must be 
set aside. While the board is willmg 
for Professor Andrews to pose as a 
head-piece for their institution, it is not 
willing that the benefit of his henesty, 
his good sense, and his scholarship 
should be felt by the public schcois. Be- 
ing thus thwarted in the fulfillment of 
the work for which he went to Chicago, 
Professor Andrews refuses longer to be 
considered as its head, and hag rendered 
his resignation, which he will insist gpon 
unless the board gives up all claims to 
the patronage which thev have hitherto

AMERICAN NEWSPAPER 
PRINTED IN MANILA 


Threugh the courtesy of Mr. Spencer 
Douglas, engineer on the Monadnock, now 
in the harbor of Manila, The Constitution 
is placed in receipt of a copy of che first 
American newspaper printed in that place. 
It bears.the name of ‘*The American,’ with 
an illustrated title-head, showing an eagle 
In flight, a soldier pullirg the American 
flae to full mast, a view of the town and 
harbor, and the legend ‘‘equal rights for 
The subscription price is $1.10 Mexi- 
can money per month. On the first page 
it carries a small amount of telegraphic 
news, three days old. Among the local 
items are records of the First Nebraska 
volunteers voting in favor of returning 
home, and then this significane paragarph 
follows: 

“At Dagupan, the village at the end of 
the Manila ratiroad, two Americans were 
net permitted to leave the -station. The 
Governor of that discrict an@ the military 
omecer in charge said that such were the 
orders from Aguinaido. They had a lunch 
brought to the station for the visitors.” 

In an order issued by Major Genera! Otis, 
the soldiers are warned that they will have 
an epidemic of tvphoid fever unléSs they 
cease drinking hydrant water. “‘Company 
ofticers,’’ circular, ‘‘should see 
that all water used for drinking 
is boiled, and that the men @o not drink 
the noxious fluids for sale on the streets 
and elsewhere, and that afl fruit should 
be washed with boiled water.” In another 
paragraph it is narrated that Paymaster 
Wilcox and Ensign Sergeant thought to 
make a tour of the island of Luzon on 
horseback, but that.‘they could not get a 
pas; from Aguinaldo, he stating that the 
people in the interior were in rebellion 
against t:im. The paper goes on to appeal 
to the ofiicers to subscribe enough money 
to get Associated Press telegrams, the 
lines used for that purpose being the 
eastern company’s route of telegraph from 
London to Egypt, Aden and India, and 
thence by the Eastern Extension Tele- 
graph Company’s route to Manila. This 
telegraph company, in aceepting mes- 
Sages at press rates, makes this strange 
requirement, which would strike an Amer- 
ican editor with terror: 

“Messages can only be accepted from the 
authorized correspondent of a newspaper, 
and the news sent in such messages .must 
be duly puvolished in w.ne newspapers or 
Satisfactory reasons be given for non-pub- 
lication; in absence of which full rates 
Willi be* chargeable.”

So far we have paid little attention to 
these, 23 chey have limited their hostility 
to declarations and refusal! to remove from 
the province of Manila as demanded by 
the United States. Should thev get at all 
obstreperous, as they shown signs of doing, 
especially those under Pio del Penar, we 
shall huve to thrash and forcibly disarm 
them. I believe there was an attempt 
made by Pio last week to cut off the 
water supply of Manila. and according to 
The American, the newspaper started by 
subscription of officers of the navy and 
army, Aguinaldo cantured him, reduced 
him to the ranks and put him in prison. 

“Il think if the disposicion of these islands 
rested with the Americans out here, the 
almost unanimous vote would be to get rid 
of them. From a political standpoint that, 
too, would be my view, for although they 
are undoubtedly rich in natural resources 
and would develop wonderfully under a 
just and liberal form of government, they 
would be a menace to our peace and cost 
us millions cf money and countless lives 
which they are rout worth. Many, many 
vears weuld be required to brine the inte- 
rior. peopled with crude and savage tribes, 
littie higher in order than the monkeys, 
and inaccessible on account of the rank 
vegetation with which the whole moun- 
tainous surface of the isiands is covered, 
into subjection, or even make it possib’e 
to earry on business safely. On the other 
Nand. from a naval point of view, I am 
heartily in favor of keeping them, espe- 
cially if we intend to take our rightful 
piece among the first nations of the world.

On entering the con- 
states service, April 26, 1861, the 
company aggregated (that is, officers and 
men) eighty-four. Of this number there 
were married one private, two non-commis-

that confederate soldiers were meagerly 
supplied with clothing and shoes, blankets, 
rations and medicines. In April, 1861, this 
company knew nothing of camp life, nor 
how to cook, nor how to wash our clothes. 
I put two dozen eggs once into a small 
pone of ege bread. We knew all these 
things in 18to. Notwithstanding our small 
supplies of medicines and all the disad- 
vantages under which we contended, from 
the morning reports of company D I find 
that for July, 1861, of the company agegre- 
gating ninety-six, the sick averaged per 
day 11 21-25 men. For August, the company 
aggregating $5, the sick averaged’ per day 
$8 19-30; for September, the company agere- 
gating 100, the sick averaged per day 7 
men: for October, the company aggregating 
1”, the sick averaged per day 7 
November, the company aggregating Ys, 
the sick averaged per day 918-30 men; for 
December, the company aggregating 97, the 
sick averaged per day 7 men. During these 
six months the company lost two by death, 
both from pneumonia, and avsent on fur-

Thig condition of 
affairs I could not stand. If I had not had 
relief [ would have been compelled to re- 
sign..

"91, and granted me annually thereafter two 
assistants and sufficient funds to keep my 
apparatus outfit and chemicals replenished. 

“The code of 18% again repeats the lan- 
guage of the act of 1877 in regard to ‘rent 
of laboratory and of apparatus and cost 
f chemicals,” and in no way has the state 
acquired any title to my property. 

“[T kept my own private to my 
rooms in the state capitol, and would not 
use the general key system, which would 
have permitted the wateimen and others 
access to my private property. In keep- 
ing up my apparatus Outlit and chemicals, 
besides the $1,000 allowed annually by the 
state for replenishing, I spent each year @ 
considerable additional amount out of my 
$3,000, 

“My reports in regard to expenditures 
were all made to the governor, and never 
to the commissioner of agriculture. The 
state ‘has made no claim to my property, 
and I was actually paid rent on it by the 
state up to November 1, 189. _

AMERICAN COTTON SUPERIOR. 


Farmers Have Nothing To Fear in the 
Way of Conpetition. 


The New York Commercig!. 

Some apprehension exists that England, 
When she shall have more completely es- 
tablished her contro} over the northeastern 
part of Africa, will so increase the preduc- 
tion of cotton in the Nile valley that the 
exports of that sti aple from this & ountry will 
be materially reduced. A well-known au- 
thority upon all matters pertaining to cot- 
ton thus discussed the situation: 

fecent interpretations,’’ he observed, 
‘ag to the leading motive that England and 
France have for extending their dominion, 
or sphere of influence, over Egypt and the 
Soudan make cotton raising a leading fea- 
ture. There are many reasons, however, 
for believing that this is a minor motive, if 
indeed it is any motive at all. First of all, 
it is apparent that England’s main object is 
to form a cOntinvous British territory, so 
to speak, from the Mediterranean “%o the 
Cape of Good Hope, « scheme for a through 
railroad line from Nata! to Egypt having 
been hinted at, with credit to Cecil Rhodes 
aus the ori iginator of the idea. 

‘The motive on the part of the French is 
thought to be an independent territory 
across Afriea, from the Atlantic to the Red 
sea, for her commercial plans. The British 
feared that France would tap the Nile, 
drain off its waters westward and convert 
kegypt again into a desert. 

“However this may be, scheme for 
Engiand could be devised whereby she 
could-be made independent as to the supply 
of raw cotton, for the reason that no otner 
country can-raise, or is likely to raise, the 
kind of cotton praduced in the United 
States. The Indian staple is very short. 
some of it the finest in the world, none of 
which, however, goes out of India. The 
American cotton is preferred to the general 
Indian sort, both on account of its fineness 
and length of fiber. The Egyptian cotton 
is a long, fine fiber, but, on account of its 
color, is not adapted to the production of 
white goods. Some white eotton is rafsed in 
gypt, but the brown variety grows best 
and 1s most profitable. Its use, however, is 
limited to specialties, as hosiery and under- 
wear. From this cotton are made the well- 
known balbriggan articles, which have an 
ecru brown color, though some of the cotton 
is of a darker hue. 

“Of the 1,250,000 bales. say, of the Egyp- 
tian crop, England takes on an average only 
about one-third—this vear only 348.900 hales— 
14,979 bales being taken by the United 
State, and the rest, or most &8f it, by con- 
tinental Furope, India and Japan. If Eng- 
land ‘wanted alt of this cotton she would 
probably take most of ir, though Russia fs 
a large buyer also. 

“When American cotton was high in price 
during and for several years following our 
civil war, many atiempts were made to en- 
large the product elsewhere. but while, in 
a measure, these efforts were successful, 
the extension was abandoned when the 
American crop again became normal. 

“At the low prices prevailing for our cot- 
ton during the past two seasons, and, ap- 
parently likely to continue on a lower basis 
than heretofore, there is still less chance of 
any foreign competition. The coiton raised 
here thrived well in the West Indies; in 
fact. is indigenous there, and those islands 
supplied England with cotton before it was 
grown in the United States, but other crops 
afterwards proved more profitable and cot- 
ton growing was abandoned. 

“In view of these considerations, namely, 
the superiority of American cotton for most 
all uses. its abundance and cheapness, the 
restricted use of brown Egyptian cotton to 
special articies, the difficulty experienced in 
growing cotton from Americar seed else- 
where and the probability that England's 
designs in extending her influence in Egypt 
are far different from the inference that she 
desires to be independent of America for 
her supply of raw cotton. American cotton 
Taisers ‘have nothing to fear in the wav of 
competition from other countries, ‘and 
especially from Egvpt. ‘The aiffieulty of the 
American grow: he remarked in econ- 

ckusion, ‘* is at home.” sf

“While he was on the bed I heard him 
say: ‘It is hell°at the postoffice.’ Then he 
made use of this peculiar expression: 

‘‘‘It would tickle me to die right now.’ 

“IT am positive that Barbour was not 
drinking very much, for he talked sensibly, 
and I did not smell whisky while standing 
ever him. He asked me to give him his 
pistol and let him finish the work. I 
thereupon picked the weapon up from the 
floor and found five loaded cartridges in 
it and one empty shell that had just been 
fired.’ 

W. S. Shields, a 
business on Marietta street, 
witness and he testified as to Barbour’s 
character, stating that he had seen him 
every day for a year and that he had 
never known him to take a drink. Mr. 
Shields said that a few days before Bar- 
bour committed suicide he came in to 
pay a bill and stated that it would be 
the last bil] he would pay, as he would 
have to get away from here. 

W. S. Miller, a former employee at the 
postoffice, testified that he had worked in 
the custom house under Rucker and with 
Barbour and that Barbour was liked by 
all of the men in the building. He stated 
that he himself had always been treated 
well by Rucker and that he did not know 
of any friction between Rucker and Bar- 
bour. 

When the jury had heard the testimony 
this far the members of it decided that 
they were certain Barbour killed himself, 
and that was all they cared to know. 
They did not attempt to decide what caused 
him to commit the deed. 

Rucker Did Not Mistreat Him. 

The idea that Barbour was mistreated by 
Rucker is considered absurd by all who 
work in the postoffice, both black and 
white. It is not only Known that such 
was not the case, but it is Known. that 
3arbour stated to several people tha! 
Rucker was his best friend. When. Rucker 
spoke at one time of giving up the place 
of custodian Barbour asked him not to do 
so. stating that he would have to give up 
his own place if a certain party in the 
Federal bulding was made custodian. As 
a maiter of fact, the records will show 
that Rucker secured Barbour's position for 
him. It was on his recommendation that 
Barbour was first given the place on six 
months’ probation, and at the end of that 
time he was eiven the place permanently 
on Rucker’s recommendation. Only a short 
time Rucker made wan effort to have 
Sarbour’s salary raised from %38 a month 
to $100.
